Frank Mor- 
rison in his January budget 
message. 


The committee's recommen- 


dations would mark an in- 
crease of $7,957,199 over the 
amount appropriated from the 
general fund for the 1961-63 
operational budget. The pro- 
posed building program is up 
$4,546,959 over the amount ap- 
propriated for this purpose in 
the present two years.

These measures include an 


additional $700,000 from the 
higher pari-mutuel tax; $6,- 
850,000 more from cigarette 
taxes; an extra $2.400,000from 
new beer and liquor taxes and 
an additional $410,000 in in- 
creased insurance taxes.

enue, Marvel said the com-

NASA Shifting To Gemini; Mercury Done 


Washington tf>—The Nation- 


al Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration closed off i t s 
Mercmy m a n n e d satellite 
program Wednesday to con- 
centrate heavily on Project 
Gemini, the next step toward 
the moon. 


NASA administrator James 


E. Webb announced that, with 
the "best brains" of Project 
Mercury made fully availa- 


ble for the mure advanced 
program, this Gemini launch- 
ing schedule Is planned: 


1. Nc.xt December or Janu- 


ary, a subprbital mission us- 
ing a "boilerplate" or dum- 
my model of the two-man 
crait. This would be a short 
unmanned flight of a full-size, 
full-weight Gemini craft, with- 
out its internal equipment, to 


test the big capsule's aerody- 
namic performance. 


2. Three months later, a 


partial system test or possi- 
bly a full orbital flight test 
of the complete Gemini ve- 
hicle and its Titan II launch- 
Ing booster.

. Apparently you can name what you 


want and get it when it comes to matters 
of annexation to the city. The city has now 
annexed the Union Airport which will In- 
clude a number of industrial sites. Propon- 
ents of the move included industries in 
the area and owners of the land as well 
as the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce. Pre- 
sumably, everyone wants adequate water 
service in the area. 


In behalf of the proponents, it might be 


said that they have taken the honorable 
• 
way of doing things. If 
they want city scrv- 
vicos, they should be 
willing to pay c i t y 
taxes and this is ap- 


parently the case with them. It is much 
different from the Highway 77 industrial 
tract south of Lincoln that still is not an- 
nexed and probably won't be for quite some 
time, despite the fact that it is served by 
local utilities. How strange it seems that 
annexation would be just the thing for one 
industrial tract and clear out the window for 
another. In one case it is life for new In- 
dustry and in the other case it is death. 


But (his has been (he city's altitude on 


annexation for a long lime. The policy — if 
you can call it that — seems to be to give 
people what they want, not what is good 
for the city of Lincoln. Somewhere along 
the line, the city should develop more guide- 
lines in the matter of annexation if we arc 
to experience a fair and efficient growth in 
the future. 


Another bit of incongruity might be 


seen in the City Council's most recent zon- 
ing action. The council turned down busi- 
ness zoning at 25th and Holdrege, w i t h 
which we have no argument, but approved 
business zoning at Winthrop Road and 
Sewoll. The latter change is even less de- 
serving than the Holdrege proposal b u t 
maybe that's just the way the hall bounces. 


The fact is that the city lias made a 


giant mess of the Winthrop Road zon- 
ing in the vicinity of South St. There is 
far too much zoning there for business in 
consideration of the street capacity. Much 
the same thing is true at -lOtli and South 
where an odd triangular piece of land was 
given over to business and the traffic prob- 
lem has become insurmountable. Much of 
this zoning is the result of claims that the 
land involved is of no value except for 
business. The error here is found in the 
phrases, "except for business." W h a t 
makes the city think the land has a busi- 
ness value? Value, perhaps, to the owner 
but of what value to Lincoln when it builds 
up traffic congestion? Just because some- 
body doesn't want to build a home on a 
piece of land doesn't automatically qualify 
it for business zoning.

In the matter of traffic, a good word 


can be said for (lie city. After many lung 
years, Lincoln finally has come to the re- 
alization Hint paint can be a valuable tool 
in traffic movement. For as long as we 
cau remember, we liuvc urged the city to 
do much more marking of lanes to gel 
maximum efficiency out of the streets. Now 
thai the city has a qualified traffic engi- 
neer, we are beginning to see this all over 
town. The change includes the use of sep- 
arate left-turn lanes ut many intersections. 
This is u maximum street use as It should 
be done and Uic only suggestion that might 
be made is to make the left-turn lanes a 
little longer and aim toward the use of 
more three-way traffic lights to facilitate 
the left turns. 


Also on the city side, Mayor Dean Peter- 


sen is getting off to a fine start. He has 
made a highly favorable impression wher- 
ever he has gone and has won the coopera- 
tion of all city employes. City employes 
would have cooperated in any event but 
there is a difference between willing and 
unwilling cooperation and Mayor Petcrscn 
is securing the first. 


The mayor displayed understanding, too 


when he declined to speculate on the city's 
mill levy for the -next fiscal year. City 
budgets are now well in the works but the 
mayor wisely chose to wail and see what 
the* demands arc before making any tax 
levy predictions. Any other action could 
have left him out on a limb from which 
lie might have found escape desirable but 
difficult. 


Another point in the mayor's favor was 


his decision to reactivate Uie Council of 


Human R e l a t i o n s . 
The action is in har- 
mony with the request 
of President Kennedy 
for mayors throughout 


the land to promote the matter of equal 
rights among all men. Specifically, t h c 
Council of Human Relations deals w i t h 
problems of discrimination against minori- 
ty groups. It has in the past dealt mainly 
with housing but might well expand its 
activities into such things as employment 
and public facilities. Certainly, there is no 
city that can remain indifferent to this mat- 
ter in the light of integration developments 
throughout the nation. 


The new mayor has acted whore it lias 


been appropriate but has not charged into 
things before getting his feel on the ground, 
lie has established good relations with the 
City Council and already made some im- 
provement in the mechanics of handling 
council business. In short, he is doing credit 
to the city's new form of government.

Uncertainty On The Farm 


Men make a great thing out of the 


control they exercise these days over the 
fortunes of agriculture but they can't come 
close to matching the powers of nature. \Vc 
have great debates over farm programs 
and we have so advanced the mechanics of 
agriculture that farming would be unrecog- 
nized by anyone who knew it only 20 years 
ago. 


We have gone even further to fertili/e 


the land and control the water that feeds 
the crops through the summer months. 
There is little more that we could ilo in 
determining the shape of things on the 
farm and yet. conditions so often get well 
beyond our control. Despite our many ag- 
ricultural advances, we find the farm 0111- 
look this year very uncertain as a result 
of conditions provided by nature. 


Wheat harvest expectations have been 


rather drastically curtailed, with a result- 
ing loss of millions of dollars in farm in- 
come to Nebraska. With all our knowledge, 
ue could do nothing about the late freeze 
this year, the severe lack of moisture in 
some areas, the rapid change from hot to 
cool weather and the presence of disease. 


All these factors have combined to 


erode the control of man over his own for- 
tunes. They arc present to remind us thai 
farming still can be and often is a very 
hazardous business. This, in turn, might 
well cause us to contemplate the blessing 
we have with the agricultural abundance 
that is ours. How easy it would be for this 
nation to find itself, like so much of the 
rest of the world, in the midst of a food 
shortage. Despite its problems, our produc- 
tive capacity is still much more of an asset 
than a liabilitv. 


Sobering Thought 


While you are enjoying this morning's 


tasty and abundant breakfast and conning 
the newspaper you can reflect that be- 
for the day is over 10 thousand persons 
will die of malnutrition and starvation. 


It was that way yesterday and will be 


that way tomorrow and all the rest of the 
tomorrows if nothing is done about it. 


You can reflect that the family dog 


eats more and better food than the worker 
in India can get. 


The scraps from 
this nation's table 


would feed 650 million Chinese several days. 
In India alone 50 million children will die 
of malnutrition in the next 10 years. 


Except in the affluent countries of Aus- 


tralia, North America and Europe hunger is 
the most compelling force in the world. For 
most people a life expectancy of 30 years is 


abundant. Aside from the human suffering 
one can ask bow can such weakened and 
short-lived people attain the education and 
vigor to conduct a successful escape from 
their condition? 


These are questions posed by the 100 


nation World Food Congress in Washington. 


It is well to reflect on them while we 


read of urgent attempts in this affluent 
country to curtail the production of food, or 
while we read of concerns over getting a 
better share of the world food market only 
among those who can pay and arc not 
hungry. 


If we could conceive of our real mis- 


sion and break away the old limits of dis- 
tribution we could produce to full capacity 
and relieve some of the agony of back- 
wardness. 


Must Keep At It 


There have been loo many disappoint- 


ments in the past to encourage high hopes 
for the forthcoming test ban talks in Mos- 
cow. But this is no reason why they should 
not be held. 


Chairman Khrushchev made it clear re- 


cently to British Labor party leader liar- 
old Wilson that the U.S.S.R. remains in- 
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tcrcstcd in proposals it has already of- 
fered and remains opposed to conditions 
deemed requisite by the United Statev 
That is to say that the Soviet Union would 
explore the possibilities of limited inspec- 
tion and bans on nuclear testing in the 
air. the water and outer space. This would 
leave underground testing outside a n y 
agreement. 


From our point of view that is just 


about where we came in before and to ne- 
gotiate on that basis would amount to a 
surrender of demands \vo consider both 
vital and effective. 


But there are these plus factors. The 


conferees represent the world's nuclear 
powers and potentially could arrive at 
understandings that could be enforced uni- 
versally. Moreover, the conferring nations 
are well aware of the unacceptable alterna- 
tive to nuclear agreements. The conferees 
will be capable and experienced. These may 
be negative factors, bul they arc impelled 
by u general desire for peace. As long as 
the powers strive for peace and shun the 
thought of nuclear dcstruclion they arc 
aimed in a hopeful direction, no matter 
how long and difficult the quest. When the 
nations give up Ihc pursuit of peace or 
tolerable coexistence the world will be in 
a bad shape. In this case Uic necessity for 
striving is more important than Uic short 
term galas.

Vacations Do Make One Sick 
But There Are Preventatives

Time

games. Like that jolly old

guessing game, 


"Who's gonna get sick THIS 
trip?" 


Because someone 
most 


likely will, you know. Vaca- 
tion trips are sort of like 
Christmas or your wedding 
day. So wonderful that if you 
get into tho stomach-flutter- 
ing spirit of the thing at all, 
you can't help feeling a little 
queasy. 


Doctors verify this. They 


ask that parents make cer- 
tain their family is physi- 
cally prepared 
for a trip. 


(At which point a number 
of proud 
owners of sun- 


baked hellions may snort, 
they're prepared all right- 
but is Lake Minnctonga pre- 
pared for them? 


But the doctors arc seri- 


ous. They say that tra\cl in- 
volves emotional and physi- 
cal stresses which can be 
more upsetting to any per- 
son, 
old or young or just- 


right, (him may be appar- 
ent on the surface. For ex- 
ample, take the problem of 
"motion sickness." 


An 
international sym- 


posium on health and travel, 
which I attended, revealed 
thai up to 80 per ccnl of chil- 
dren are likely to be sus- 
ceptible to motion sickness 
—slightly more in cars than 
In planes or ships. 


They gradually overcome 


the tendency as they age. By 
the time they are in their 
late teens, only 25.1 per cent 
arc affected, and when trav- 
elers reach age 30. only 9.7 
per cent 
become motion 


sick. 


The symposium of doctors 


also revealed 
that 
more 


women than men become air 
sick. Probably because they 
have not been exposed to as 
frequent travel as men. This 
is part of the experts' "pre- 
vious experience" theory: as 
one becomes accustomed to 
any form of travel, his ten- 
dency toward sickness de- 
creases. 


There is a "slight ten- 


dency" for a person to be- 
come m o r e sensitive to 
travel sickness as his weight 
increases. Surveys taken in 
the 1950s show the lowest ill- 
ness-percentage in persons 
weighing about 125 pounds; 
the highest in those weighing 
between 150 and 175. 


The conclusion must he 


that the nay to vacation- 
travel comfortably is to he 
a lightweight man. over .10, 
who gets around a lot. 


However, proper preven- 


tive measures can help keep 
an entire family, however, 
inexperienced, young, fat or 
female, 
from 
getting sick 


during the vacalion season. 


Some hints: People with 


crotchety stomachs should 
cat simple foods, delicately 
seasoned, for days before— 
and always throughout—the 
trip. An Air Force spokes- 
man pointed out that on pro- 
flight meals, pilots arc never 
given fried or fatly foods, 
strong seasoning or foods 
high in roflghago. 


Many " h i d d e n " weak- 


nesses may show up when 
a person Is traveling. It is 
wise, doctors siiy, to visit n 
doctor and dentist for a 
checkup before an extended 
trip. Also, take along n kit 
of medication! Tor crisis.

a leaking valve or rheumat- 
ic heart? What Is myocard- 
itis? Could there be any rela- 
tion between a spastic colon 
and rheumatic fever or a 
rheumatic heart? — It.lt. 


A functional murmur is a 


faint swishing sound that can 
be heard while examining a 
heart, but it tends to disap- 
pear when Ihc patient quick- 
c n s 
t h e ,

among chil- 
dren

young adults, 
and it doesn't

ease. In short, it represents 
a sound caused by some odd 
little quirk in the way the 
blood h a p p e n s to swirl 
through the heart. 


A faully heart valve re- 


sulting from rheumalic fev- 
er is entirely different. 


It, too, produces a mur- 


mur, which is simply a varia- 
tion in the sounds made by 
the blood as it stops and 
starts and gurgles through 
the heart. 


An important difference is 


that the murmur from a 
faulty valve will increase 
with exercise. There are oth- 
er technical aspects: the lo- 
cation of the murmur and 
the direction in which the 
sound is transmitted. 


In such cases it usually is 


possible to trace prior at- 
tacks of rheumatic fever. 


Murmurs can occur in peo- 


ple who have over-active thy- 
roid problems, anemia, and 
congenital heart defects. The 
mere presence of a murmur 
is only a starting point from 
which the doctor must learn 
whether it means nothing, 
or means a heart condition, 
or at times means the pres- 
ence of some ailment quite 
apart from heart disease. 


Myocarditis is inflamma- 


tion of the heart muscle (as 


distinct from a "heart at- 
tack" brought on by inter- 
ference with circulation of 
blood to the heart muscle). 
U is, of course, a serious 
matter even though not as 
acutely dangerous as a se- 
vere heart attack, and can 
be temporarily disabling. It 
can follow virus infeclions. 


There's no relalion 
be- 


tween a spastic colon and 
cither rheumatic fever or 
heart except 
that nervous 


persons with a spastic colon 
may tend to have a rapid 
heart rale. This is because 
of nerves, not the colon.

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Dear Dr. Molner: I have 


read u grcal deal about the 
effect of radioactive fallout 
on milk. Why Is milk sin- 
gled out? Is it more respon- 
sive to radiation than other 
foods? — D.C. 


One very good reason is 


its universality. We can (and 
do) test milk constantly in all 
regions of the country. II is 
a product that is fresh daily. 
We can take samples, under 
identical conditions, at points 
thousands of miles apart, 
and thus get a comparison. 
No. milk is not more sensi- 
tive to radiation. It's just an 
excellent gauge for us to 
use.

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D e a r Dr. Molncr: My 


three-year-old 
granddaugh- 


ter refuses to cat vegetables, 
Isn't this wrong? How can 
we gel her started on them? 
She hasn't been eating well 
for a year. — MRS. C.L. 


Of course it's wrong, but 


it's rather late to expect an 
easy solution. A child should 
be given vegelables al about 
five or six months — and 
already have had slraincd 
or purecd vegetables long 
before that. 


There may be a little fuss 


in some instances over the 
change from purees to a 
lumpier consistency, but the 
babies soon get over it. 


Evidently y o u r 
grand- 


daughter wasn't s t a r t e d 
properly. Perhaps vegetables 
weren't offered at the right 
time; possibly (and this does 
indeed happen) some adult 
in the family refuses vege- 


tables, and the baby t h u • 
learned to refuse them, too. 


I sec no point in forcing the 


issue at the age of three. It 
will just cause a ruckus and 
upset everybody. Rather, do 
Ihe bcsl you can with juices, 
purees, applesauce, occasion- 
al meat and potato. 


Then, at dinner offer a 


small serving of cooked car- 
rob, or peas or squash, all 
of which are soft or can be 
easily mashed. One of these 
days she will try a taste — 
and find that vegetables are 
worth eating, after all. 


In the interim, keep her 


diet well-balanced. 


She should be checked by 


your doctor to see whether 
some chronic infection may 
be interfering wilh her ap- 
petite. 
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Dear Dr. Molncr: A friend 


claims she went on a diet of 
G75 calories a day but gained 
weight. I am under the Im- 
pression that if you cat less 
calorics 
than 
your 
body 


burns daily, you will lose 
weight. She says there was 
something in the reducing 
formula that caused her to 
gain in spite of the calorie 
count. — MRS. \.P. 


The best answer I know to 


this frequent claim is that 
at least two noted specialists 
for years had a standing of- 
fer with patients who didn't 
"lose" on prescribed diets. 
The patienls should go into 
a hospital under strict su- 
pervision. If they didn't then 
lose, the doctors would pay 
all costs. 


Neither doctor ever had a 


palient accept! 


This simply means t h a t 


t h o s e who "can't l o s e 
weight" are kidding Ihem- 
selves on Iheir diels. Maybe

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 


Hospital Is Not Always Right Place For Patients 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
It has long been one of 


my maverick contentions 
that that thousands of pa- 
tients lingering in hospitals 
should be sent home. And 
I'm gratified to discover a 
leading physician who agrees 
with the sentiments. 


"A generation of Ameri- 


cans has been raised on the 
notion that the hospital is 
the only place to get 'good 
medical care'," writes Dr. 
Herman E. Hillcboe, head of 
New York State Department 
of Health. "The job now is 
to re-educate Americans to 
the fact that sometimes the 
hospital is the wrong place 
to get certain kinds of care." 


Dr. Hilleboe was referring 


to the fact that many in 
middle and later years who 
have been struck with heart 
disease, cancer, and severe 
arthritis may be lingering 


in hospital long after the 
acute phase of their illnesses 
have passed 


He points out that these 


people can be expected to 
encounter some difficulties 
at home. They may have to 
clutch chairs and lean on 
tables m going from one 
room to another. Hut at least 
they arc ambulatory and 
this is important to th?ir 
recovery. 


In the hospital, however, 


they are confined to bed. 
Teams of brisk, efficient 
ladies feed, bathe and care 
for them. Any locomotive 
initiative they may possess 
is smothered by this en- 
vironment. 


Dr. Hillcboe 
feels 
the 


answer is to provide home 
services so that those who 
have passed the a c u t e 
phases of their illness can 
receive some assistance at 


home but Mill be essentially 
on their own. 


"It costs about $30.000 a 


bed to build a modern hos- 
pital." says Dr. Hillcboe. 
"and then about $11,000 a 
year to provide that bed with 
hospital services. By con- 
trast, look at the economics 
of home care. Capital Con- 
struction costs nothing. And 
services? They run only $11 
or $12 a day per patient." 
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Here's an inspiring note 


from Mrs. C. K. Ramsey of 
New Symrna Beach, Fla., 
who writes, "I'm 65 and 
have learned to paint in 
oils. I'm trying my hand 
writing short stories. I en- 
joy playing cards, and I 
read a good deal and keep 
up with the best-sellers. I 
have a shell collection. I do 
all my o w n housework, 
keep a garden and play 


shufflcboard with my neigh- 
bors. I've learned to play 
the piano by cur—never had 
a lesson. And I bought an 
old typewriter and learned 
to type by the trial and er- 
ror system.

Threat Remains 


But the threat of continued 


crisis, unless new elections 
arc called, remained. Spokes- 
men for Caramanlis' National 
Radical Union said the party 
was standing solidly behind 
him, ensuring him a parlia- 
mentary majority. 


It is up to King Paul to 


name a new go\eminent or 
order a national election for 
a new parliament. Reliable 
sources said it could be dajs 
before be decides. 


Should he dissolve parlia- 


ment an election would follow 
within 45 days. 


For the first time in the 7 


jcars Caiamanhs headed the 
Greek government the coun- 
try's political situation shaped 
up as a conflict between the 
politician and the royal house 
he has up to now firmly sup- 
ported.

Dogslcd routes 
were numerous during t h e 
closing decades of the last 
century and well into the 
1920s and beyond in some 
areas.

two stars that became almost 
as spectacular as the picture 
itself.

history, nor Is there likely to 
be in the near future.

hours from the time the story 
opens with Caesar's legions 
{burning the dead on the bat- 
tlefield of Phnrsalia w h c r e 
Pompey was routed. 


Not Dramatic 


And it is as spectacle that 


the film will have to make 
its way with the paying cus- 
tomers because the very na- 
ture of the work makes it 
impossible for it to have a 
valid sustained dramatic im- 
pact.

here and there that do ha\c 
sharp dramatic point, b u t 
they are quickly overwhelmed 
in the panorama of the whole. 


5,000 Watch Stars 
At 'Cleo Premiere 


The first of the two halves, 


which deals with the romance 
of Julius Caesar and Cleopat- 
ra and ends in Caesar's as- 
sassination, is much the bet- 
ter from the dramatic stand- 
point largely due to the por- 
trayal of Caesar by Rex Har- 
rison. There is more bite to 
the story here, and Harrison 
is just the man to make ev- 
ery actable moment count to 
the hilt. He is excellent. 


Ilomunce 


The second half deals with 


the romance of Cleopatra and 
Mark Antony, played by Rich- 
ard Burton. There is much 
more of romance in this sec- 
tion, which also contains the 
double suicide bit, and Miss 
Taylor has her best acting 
moments in it, but the over- 
all effect is not on a par with 
what has gone before. 


The script devised by Jo- 


seph L. .Manklcuicz, who also 
directed, and Ranald Mac- 
Dougall and Sidney Buchman, 
however factual it may be, 
doesn't give Burton an easy 
time of it since Antony is 
seen pretty much as a down- 
beat sort of character w i t h 
little change of pace. It seems 


to me that the dramatic pal* 
lldncss of the second half can 
be attributed in part to this. 


Miss Taylor, of course, is 


given every opportunity to 
display all aspects of li c r 
undoubted allure, and s h e 
docs manage to convey subtle 
changes in the character of 
Cleopatra over the years. She 
docs well in certain dramatic 
scenes and is ineffective in 
others. 


Too Long 


Even for covering 18 years 


of tumultuous history, t h e 
film is about an hour too 
long. Much of the pageantry 


Is unnecessary; even 
the 


most extravagant spectacle 
can pall when there is excess. 
Herein 1 would fault Mankic- 
wicz both as director and 
head writer and Walter Wang- 
cr as producer.
